The body of Dana Dourdeville, 21, of Marion, was 
found on January 12, about eight miles southeast from 
where he went missing 12 days ago on December 31 off 
West Island in Fairhaven. 

The Fairhaven Police Department has released 
a statement that says Dourdeville 7 s body washed up 
on the shoreline of East Falmouth Sunday at about 2:00 
pm. According to the press release, he was found by a 
volunteer civilian search party at Penzance Point. 

"There was no evidence of trauma however, {sic} 
an autopsy will be conducted by the Massachusetts State 
Medical Examiner/ 7 the press release states. 

The first confirmed report identifying the body 
as Dourdeville 7 s came just before 4:00 pm in a post by

Dourdeville went missing on December 31 while 
duck hunting alone in his kayak. When he failed to return 
home after sundown, Dourdeville 7 s mother went to 
Town Beach on West Island to look for him and found his 
vehicle still parked in the parking lot. 

Search and Rescuers located Dourdeville 7 s red 
kayak around 11:00 pm on New Year's Eve, floating off 
Nye's Ledge in Mattapoisett, 2.3 miles east of West Island. 

Inside the kayak was a pair of dry gloves and 
nothing more. A massive search effort ensued over the 
next week, with factors like winter storms and sub-zero 
temperatures hindering the search, but which ultimately 
turned up no clues as to what happened to Dourdeville or 
his whereabouts.

& Tanglewood: A Tale of Two Cottages was based on 
childhood memories, letters and information left by her 
grandparents. 

Her grandparents were the caretakers of the two 
summer cottages located in Falmouth near Falmouth 
Academy. Their duties included cooking, cleaning, lawn 
maintenance, laundry and overall caretaking of whatever 
needed to be done. 

One story included the amazing life of Helen 
Gertrude Randall, a con artist who lived in Falmouth 
during the 1930s. She made her money pretending to 
be an astrologer who could predict the future. When 
she was in her 30s, she claimed to be in her 50s and sold 
lotions and creams that could make a woman look much 
younger than she was. She was invited to Highfield 
cottage and asked to help turn it into a spa, which was a 
popular vacation option for the wealthy. When she was 
finally shown to be a phony, she claimed that she secretly 
married the owner and promptly sued him for half the 
property. When that fell through, she went her way, 
eventually marrying a doctor, who passed away. Randall 
started a scholarship in his name and was back in the 
society pages of the newspaper. 

Brunelle told the group that the Highfield estate 
was restored to its original condition and is now known 
as the Falmouth Theatre Guild at the Highfield Theater.

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Budget-Busting School Needs on the Horizon 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Marilou Newell 
The night's meeting was consumed with 
budgeting processes - from the town's 2015 fiscal budget 
to the school's start of its budget planning for the coming 
year. With massive anticipated budget increases for both 
Rochester Memorial School and the town's portion of the 
ORR District balance sheet, Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera said, "...it's impossible." Rochester Memorial 
is anticipated to have an increase of $254,000, while ORR 
District will have a whopping $800,000 increase on the 
price tag of its budget. Rochester's assessment would be 
$292,000. Given that the town's fiscal budget is planned to 
be modest, LaCamera said that there is lots of work to be 
done. 

LaCamera presented the Selectmen with the 
town's fiscal budget, including actuals from previous 
years by department. He noted that the town may expect 
modest revenue increases from receipts to the tune of 
$500,000, with a total annual budget of $18.94 million. He 
said that all departments understood that the '15 budget 
would be flat to only 2% increases; however, several 
were quite a bit over that sum. As examples, he pointed 
out requested increases from the assessor's office (14%), 
fire department (37%) and EMS (29%). State aid, which 
has been known to help soften the blow of increasing 
operating costs, is not expected to take care of everything. 

The school committees have all asked that the 
town send representatives from the Finance Committee 
and the Board of Selectmen to help them achieve a 
working budget that can be managed. Bradford Morse 
will attend the ORR District meeting with one of the 
Finance Committee members, while Naida Parker 
will participate with the Rochester Memorial School 
subcommittee. Old Colony Regional Vocational Technical 
High School has requested a representative from the 
Rochester Finance Committee. 

In other business, the board will be requesting 
technical assistance with completing application(s) from 
SRPEDD. In the past, this assistance has helped the 
town with by-laws for farming and affordable housing

subcommittee narrowed it down to six resumes, with 
Crain being the final and only candidate interviewed at 
Tuesday's joint meeting between the two boards.

Fiscal Policies, Solar Farms and a Small Child 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

Mattapoisett 7 s Board of Selectmen meeting, the 
first in several long weeks since the holiday break, dealt 
with wide-ranging matters. However, nothing during the 
night touched those in attendance more than one small 
boy and his determination to have someone from the 
town honored posthumously. 

Alex Craig, son of Julie Craig, 77 Aucoot Road, 
came before the board to share his desire to have Milton 
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Silveira, a former town resident, honored for his work 
with NASA. Craig had done some research on town 
residents whose lives reached far beyond the town line 
and he found Silveira. Silveira, Craig told the board, 
was raised in town and loved Ned's Point. Craig had the 
opportunity to strike up a pen pal and phone relationship 
with Silveira before he passed away. Now Craig has 
partnered with Silveira 7 s daughter, and he is asking if 
the town would honor this man with a bench or some 
trees at Ned's Point. Craig said that the Silveira family 
would seed the project with $1,000 and that fundraising, 
spearheaded by Craig, would mean that no tax money 
would be used. This comment elicited charmed chuckles 
from the board and public. Craig's presentation of 
Silveira 7 s career highlighted his work for NASA on the 
Apollo and Gemini space programs and his invention of 
a lightweight breathing apparatus for fire fighters. Craig's 
enthusiasm was contagious as the board approved Craig's 
request and suggested that a member of the board make 
a site visit to Ned's Point with Craig to select the best 
location for a bench. Craig was thanked for his good work 
on behalf of this former resident. 

In other matters, the Selectmen accepted 
the resignation of Tricia Weaver from the Recreation 
Committee, appointed Kathleen Damaskos as a member 
of the Cultural Council and voted several individuals 
to the Flood Plain Advisory Committee. Those new 
members will be: Al Meninno (Water Commissioner); Bill 
Cantor (town resident); and Carmelo Nicolosi (Board of 
Health). The Flood Plain Advisory Committee will work 
with other coastal communities to try to correct FEMA 
maps and find relief from soaring insurance rates. 

N-STAR came before the board to get approval 
for placement of a stub utility pole to help support a 
pole already in place on Tinkham Hill Road.

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necessary for the future load that will be carried from 
the solar farms scheduled for sites on Tinkham Hill and 
at the closed landfill. The board approved the request. 
Abutter Pat Aiello asked when the work would begin 
by Blue Wave on the multi-acre site closest to her home. 
Town Administrator Mike Gagne said that work would 
begin in the spring. It was questioned why the work had 
not begun this winter, as that had been the agreement 
when the ZBA approved the project - giving the residents 
respite to enjoy their property during the warmer seasons 
without heavy construction noises, dirt and disruption. 
Paul Silva asked Gagne to look into this issue. 

The Selectmen publically thanked David Perkins 
of Peter Briggs Insurance for flag donations, noting that 
these 8 foot by 12 foot full-sized American flags are being 
used throughout the community at no expense to the 
town. 

There was discussion about the number of 
members on the Marine Advisory Board and the 
Recreation Committee. The selectmen felt that these 
large boards were having difficulty making a quorum, 
especially during the winter months when most of 
their work needs to take place. The selectmen plan on 
reviewing goals and participation of members of all 
boards and committees to ensure that time and talent are 
not being wasted. They agreed to bring in Mike Cormier, 
a resident of Mattapoisett and harbormaster in Marion, as 
a consultant to the Marine Advisory Board to help them 
navigate through a variety of procedural and tangible 
issues. 

In his report, Gagne detailed the work that had 
taken place to develop Fiscal Policy and Procedures. 
With the assistance of the Finance Committee and 
other town departments, these policies and procedures 
are now memorialized so that best practices will be 
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available for future decision makers. It also allows a 
working document to be in place now. Matters such as 
expenditures, expense policy, and procurement are part of 
the document. Gagne also said that free cash policy - to 
be used only for non-reoccurring expenses and never for 
budget balancing - was part of the completed document. 
The board members accepted the document for approval 
with the addition of language around expiring debt. 

As part of the Fiscal P & P discussion, Gagne 
stated that the reserve fund is presently $90,000, that the 
four parts to the stabilization fund are outlined in detail, 
and that capital improvements and debt management are 
all incorporated in the document. 

Regarding drainage improvement and 
roadwork, Gagne along with Barry Denham of the 
Highway Department and members of the water / sewer 
department, have been working together and will be 
holding some workshops with MassDOT to investigate 
funding sources and technical assistance. He said he 
wanted to ensure that the residents in the village, down 
stream of Route 6, also had a chance to have their 
concerns and issues addressed. 

Gagne also said that the Board of Health has 
been looking into new ways to collect solid waste and 
recyclables. Information is available on the town web 
site that gives residents collection dates that will change 
in July. There is the possibility of a new collection 
methodology that employs containers for solid waste and 
a single container for all recyclables; that is, putting paper, 
glass, metal and plastic together. 

Completion of improvements to the Beach House 
will begin soon with upgrades to the restrooms and 
changing areas, and a handicap access. Selectman Jordon 
Collyer asked that Gagne set up a meeting with MattSail, 
who use the Beach House, to engage them in conversation 
about the future use of the building. 

Paul Silva asked Gagne about an education piece 
for dog owners regarding the ongoing need to be good 
citizens and pick up dog waste. Gagne said he'd move 
forward with a mailing to go out in early April. There are 
eight new doggie rest stations throughout town. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
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Selectmen is scheduled for January 28 at 7:00 pm. 

Busy Night for Con Com 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Marilou Newell 

With a full board in attendance after the holiday 
break, Mattapoisett 7 s Conservation Commission heard 
several applications. 

First up was David Davignon of Schneider & 
Associates representing Robert and Lisa Barboza of 
5 & 7 Shore View Avenue. Their proposed project is 
the construction of a boardwalk over an existing jetty. 
Davignon described the details of the construction process 
that would include activities both on the land and from 
the water since a 40-foot extension is also planned. 

Several abutters to the property came in support 
while one abutter, David Wordell, voiced opposition. 
Wordell's opinion was that the existing jetty was sufficient 
for water access and recreational activities, and he was 
concerned that by extending the pier, boats would not 
be able to easily maneuver in that area. Commission 
member Tom Copp also expressed his concern that storm 
water movement would be restricted by the erection of a 
walkway over the jetty and extension thereof. Copp said, 
"I worry about the down drift impact of this/ 7 in reference 
to a seasonal shellfish bed contiguous to the jetty. In 
the end, it was determined that the project could move 
forward given that the jetty has been in place for more 
than 40 years without negative environmental impact 
issues. The vote was carried in spite of Copp 7 s negative 
vote. 

Then followed a Request for Determination of 
Applicability filed by Sally Curtis and Pamela Moller 
of 83 Aucoot Road for a small addition and enclosed 
porch. The commission found that they did not have any 
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jurisdictional overview with the project, and they thanked 
the applicant for checking in with them. 

David Davignon was back for an informal 
discussion regarding the installation of a 'Real Estate 
for Sale 7 sign for property located at Marion Road. 
Davignon described the need to cut down some brush 
and shrubs in order to install the sign and make it visible 
to the traffic moving on both sides of Route 6. The 
commission agreed to the work as described. 

The agent's report followed. Elizabeth Leidhold 
told the commission that a hearing was scheduled 
this week for Good Speed Island's DEP certificate of 
compliance. She would keep the group informed after 
her participation at that hearing. Leidhold also said that 
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she recently received some complaints from residents 
on Mattapoisett Neck Road about wetland filling 
activities across from 28 Mattapoisett Neck Road. She has 
taken some photographs and will share those with the 
commission as it does appear to be true. She plans to send 
the property owner a letter inquiring about the work that 
is taking place at the site. 

Chairman Peter Newton then discussed a request 
that he received from the Massachusetts Fisheries and 
Wildlife Department asking the commission's support 
of ongoing work on Ram Island for the protection of 
endangered sea birds. He said that they along with the 
town administrator, are simply looking for support of 
the project but that such support would not commit the 
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commission to any permitting in the future. 

Paul Osenkowski was recognized and voiced his 
concern about the Federal government's failed efforts 
on the island. He said, "...the definition of insanity is 
doing the same thing over and over again and expecting 
a different result../ 7 Osenkowski said that for years the 
Federal government has been modifying Ram Island in 
an effort to assist the population of endangered birds and 
has failed miserably. He said they have even poured sand 
from aircraft in the past to increase the sandy areas for 
the birds - sand that has been washed away by storms. 
He urged the commission not to sign or send a letter in 
support of the project. 

Chairman Newton appreciated Osenkowski' s 
appeal, but in the end the commission felt they could 
support the effort especially since it did not commit the 
commission to any permitting that would be required in 
the future. Osenkowski felt that the letter would indeed 
commit the commission. The commission agreed to draft 
a letter in support of the request and vote on it at the next 
meeting. 

The Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
meets again on January 27 at 6:30 pm.

Joint Tri-Town School Committee members 
debated on January 9 the elimination of professional 
development-related early release days during the school 
year, with Chairperson Sharon Hartley pushing for a 
change in the half-day policy and asking committee 
members if half days are productive or if they are a waste 
of resources. 

"A lot of money goes into bringing students 
to school every day/ 7 said Hartley. "Are [half days] 
meaningful to us?" 

Eliminating half days seemed like a "no-brainer" 
to Mattapoisett School Committee Chairperson James 
Higgins. "It doesn't seem like the most effective way to 
learn." 

Superintendent Doug White's philosophy 
was that breaks in the school week result in breaks 
in education, and students benefit more from whole, 
consistent weeks of uninterrupted learning. 

He proposed the following scenario for the

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2014/ 2015 school calendar year: Take the two professional 
development no-school days from November and 
January move them to the Monday and Tuesday 
of Thanksgiving week, and give the students that 
Wednesday off. This would result in one whole week off 
for Thanksgiving break and two additional uninterrupted 
weeks during the school year. 

During the PD-half days in September and 
March, substitute teachers would be employed to allow 
teacher " teams' 7 to go for PD in morning and afternoon 
shifts, so that students could remain in school for the full 
day rather than being released early.

committee will vote on the half-day policy, as well as 
accept the 2014/ 2015 school calendar, at the next meeting 
on March 13. 

Also during the meeting, Marion School 
Committee Member Jay Pateakos suggested that the joint 
committees consider televising their meetings in the future. 

"I think that we owe it as elected officials to be 
televised/ 7 said Pateakos, "but that's just me/ 7 

Pateakos felt the only disadvantage to the 
group would be holding meetings in a different room 
downstairs, farther from the restrooms.

"I didn't sign up to be on TV," said Mattapoisett 
School Committee Member Nick Decas. "I signed up to 
serve on a committee/ 7 He also doubts that citizens would 
even watch it. 

"I might talk less if I 7 m on TV, 77 said Higgins. 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
Chairperson James O 7 Brien chimed in, saying that by the 
time he arrives at evening committee meetings, he has 
been "at it all day 77 and if the public wants to know what is 
going on during meetings they should "rise up and drive 
over, or become an elected official on this board. 77 

O 7 Brien stated that there is always talk about 
"reaching out to the community 77 but, "You know what? 77 
he asked. "Bring the community here. 77 He pointed out 
that, despite a multimillion-dollar budget, no parents were 
present at the meeting that evening. 

Hartley, speaking against televising the meetings, 
added that oftentimes when meetings are televised, certain 
officials tend to perform for the camera while others are 
inhibited. She declared that she was old-fashioned in her 
opinion of democracy and that a 'couch potato 7 democracy, 
like what televised meetings would encourage, was 
ineffective. 

Playing devil's advocate, ORR School Committee 
Member Tim Scholz said the top reason for televising is 
transparency. 

"With no cameras. . .behavior can sometimes 
be very bad, 77 said Scholz. He said cameras would keep 
officials in check.

"It's obvious where you guys are going/ 7 said 
Pateakos. He said he just wanted to give the public the 
option of televised meetings. 

"There's a population of people . . . the elderly and 
the disabled . . . that can't come," said Frangos, in favor of 
televising.

"I don't think there is one thing that isn't 
transparent here," said Decas.

Joseph Scott on January 8 about the first draft of the 
fiscal year 2015 education budget which, even with the 
proposed cuts, is still "in the hole/ 7 as Committee Member 
Christine Marcolini put it. 

The Finance Committee wants the FY15 budget 
to reflect a two-percent decrease in last year's budget of 
$5,582,338, forcing the School Committee to reconcile the 
need to increase the FY15 budget by $347,660 with the 
demand to reduce it by $111,000. 

The FY15 budget draft cuts $63,212 from the 
regular day program, while increasing Special Education 
spending by $368,732 and Bristol County Agricultural 
High School by $42,140. 

The budget draft slashes the Sippican Elementary 
School's enrichment program, which caused a stir 
during the meeting when two residents spoke out in 
strong opposition to cutting the 1.5 enrichment positions 
down to 0.5, saving the budget $44,384. The residents 
pleaded for the committee to reconsider and stressed the 
importance of the program that serves gifted and talented 
students. 

"Why are we even considering cutting a program 
that directly impacts the whole school?" asked Marion 
resident Lynne Parks, whose child once utilized the 
program but has moved on from elementary school. 
"I will do whatever I can to keep [Enrichment Teacher 
Elizabeth Milde] here." 

Parks asked the committee to put the $44,000 
required to keep the program intact to an override on 
which the community could vote, pointing out that it was 
the community who, years ago, actually appropriated the 
funds for the program. 

Pam Friedman, a math tutor, said vital activities 
like the science fair could not happen without the 
enrichment program, and she stressed the importance of 
accelerated math instruction in meeting the special needs 
of the highly-gifted students. 

"We are the only community who's held onto 
[the enrichment program]," said Parks. "Please, please 
. . . please," she begged, asking the committee to consider 
funding a 1.0 position instead of cutting back all the way 
to a 0.5. 
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"No matter what we put out ... to cut/ 7 said 
Marcolini, "we'd have the same dialog about how 
important it is." She said the subcommittee recognized 
the importance of the program, but it "had to make the 
difficult decision," adding that the budget is still just a 
draft. 

The Special Education out-of-district placement 
line item is where the bulk of its budget increase lies, up 
$301,300 from last year. 

"That's a major hit to the budget," said 
Superintendent Doug White. "This is where we're at, at 
this particular time." According to White, a decrease in 
federal funding for special education places further strain 
on the SpEd budget. 

Also pertaining to the budget, the impact of a 
proposed reduction of $47,871 in the Physical Education 
line item will result in less PE time for students, along 
with the absorption of Health Education into the general 
classroom. The 1.6 PE positions would be reduced to 1.0. 

"Yet, there is not enough time for cursive to be 
taught in the regular classroom," said Parks. "Does this 
concern the committee?" 

"It's not perfect," said Marcolini, who serves on 
the committee's budget subcommittee. "Any time you 
have to cut, it's tough." She said that the subcommittee 
looks at making the least impact on students, and it boils 
down to either making cuts, or cutting staff and increasing 
classroom size. 

The auspicious uncertainty of Chapter 70 funding 
is a concern for committee members, with Assistant 
Superintendent Dr. Elise Frangos describing the giant 
disappointment of receiving three emails informing her 
that the Town would be granted the money totaling 
$175,000, only to be later informed that it was an error and 
the Town has not yet been awarded the money.

"That's a heck of an error," said Committee 
Member Jay Pateakos. 

Frangos said the reason why Marion has been 
passed over so far is because of a more compelling need 
in urban schools for the funding, and the application 
process has become considerably competitive. Continuing 
applications for Chapter 70 funding are considered before 
new applications, like that of Marion. 

White calmly stressed that this budget was still 
in its rough form, and it will require some massaging 
throughout the process. 

"It's a draft. It's not pretty," said Scott, "but we'll 
hopefully come out better in the long run." 

In other matters, the committee accepted 
an anonymous donation of $25,000 to the Sippican 
Principal's Discretionary Fund, in a 4-1 vote with Vice 
Chairman Christine Winters opposing the acceptance 
of the money without a proper system in place for 
earmarking the expenditure of the fund. She pointed out 
that the $25,000 would bring the balance of the account 
up to about $40,000, an amount too substantial to manage 
without a set policy for spending it. 

Historically, the money has been used to offset 
field trip costs, help pay off lunch accounts, and buy 
technology equipment among other things. 

The committee also accepted a $500 donation for 
the Project Grow program from the same anonymous 
donor. 

School Committee Weighs Priorities for FY15

"However, you can't always get what you 
want/ 7 said Higgins. " ... The reality of it is we can't do 
everything that we want . . . That's going to be the genesis 
of the budget for next year/ 7 

A number of factors placed a strain on the 
FY15 budget, which is up a total of $533,000 from last 
year's, including a major snag in state reimbursement 
for converting the half-day tuition-based kindergarten 
into a full-day program. The committee was counting 
on Chapter 70 reimbursement of over $200,000 to offset 
the cost, but there was "miscommunication" about 
Mattapoisett's eligibility 

"It has a huge impact on the ability to have 
flexibility on the budget/ 7 said Higgins. With the

implementation of the state's new common core 
standards, Higgins added, "These updated curriculum 
items are expensive/ 7 

The math line item shows an increase in $33,000 
to cover the cost of a new curriculum, and school 
committee members must soon decide which curriculum 
to choose and how to phase it in. 

So far, the front runner is Everyday Mathematics, 
but Center School Principal Rose Bowman admitted that, 
so far, school administration has only looked into two 
programs. 

"It's got to be a kindergarten through grade 
six decision/ 7 Bowman suggested. "It's got to be a 
collaboration amongst everybody/ 7 

Dr. Elise Frangos, assistant superintendent, 
suggested implementing the curriculum at Center School 
first, starting with kindergarten through grade two, 
later implementing the program at Old Hammondtown 
School. She echoed Higgins 7 original sentiment later in 
the meeting, suggesting that, in the end, the budget will 
dictate which direction the committee goes. 

"We need to look at what's best for the kids, 77 said 
White. "That's the bottom line. 77 

The regular day budget is up a total of $310, 000 from last 
year's budget. 

Special Education spending is up $197,000, 
with most of the increase falling under out-of-district 
placement. A decrease of $59,000 in SpEd transportation 
helped offset costs in SpEd spending for the FY15 draft 
budget. 

The draft FY15 budget totals $6,092,176, which 
would be a 7.71 increase from last year. 
In other news, White announced that the Old 
Hammondtown School was chosen to participate in a 
food service audit, one of the first in the state. 

"We should get some good feedback from that, 77 
said White. All aspects of food service will be inspected - 
from handling, to what foods are offered, to the financial 
aspects of it. The audit is to check for compliance with the 
relatively new federal guidelines. 

Also at the meeting, the committee accepted a 
donation of a new old piano for the Old Hammondtown

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His and Hers

Her. Starring Joaquin Phoenix and the voice of Scarlett 
Johansson. Directed by Spike Jonze. Running time: 125 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Are four feature films (and a multitude of in- 
novative music videos) enough evidence to declare 
someone a master? Her, a hushed and vaguely futuristic 
love story finds writer-director Spike Jonze at four for 
four, after 1999' s Being John Malkovich, 2002's Adaptation, 
and 2009' s Where the Wild Things Are. All of these movies 
grapple with consciousness and identity while sustaining 
moods of playful inquiry, like droll philosophers spin- 
ning thought experiments. Her is what's sometimes called 
"soft" science fiction, focusing on characters and emotion 
rather than hardware and convoluted world-building; 
it's also a romance that questions what love is or can be. 
In this day-after-tomorrow universe, a man can say his 
girlfriend is his computer's operating system and nobody 
finds it creepy. 

Jonze creates a reality where the protagonist, 
Theodore Twombly (Joaquin Phoenix), makes his living 
by writing love letters for those who don't have words 
of their own. This idea of surrogate affection is a major 
theme of the movie; Her, like 2001, sees a future in which 
technology has vastly improved modes of communica- 
tion but humans are still essentially monkeys who can't 
talk, beholden to the archaic operating systems in their 
heads. Theodore is separated from his wife Catherine 
(Rooney Mara) and is dragging his feet on signing the 
divorce papers; he doesn't want to let go of his identity 
as a husband, or at least as a man found worthy of being 
a husband. He's trapped in his own head, using words to 
live a romantic dream vicariously through his clients. 

Then he finds out about the latest hot thing — 
OS1, an operating system that can learn and respond and 
grow like a person, like Siri with a soul. Theodore's new 
OS christens herself Samantha and has the smoky, cheer- 



ful voice of Scarlett Johansson, who along with the mopey 
but hopeful Phoenix builds one of the strangest and 
most honest romantic rapports in recent memory. Much 
of the time we're watching Phoenix alone on the screen, 
but the movie invites us to envision Samantha alongside 
him (and she doesn't necessarily look like Johansson in 
our heads). Samantha enjoys organizing Theodore's life, 
and he enjoys her company; they take each other out for 
"Sunday adventures," with Samantha seeing through the 
camera in Theodore's handheld device. 

With someone like Spike Jonze at the helm, we 
feel reassured that Her won't go anywhere predictable 
or add stupid supposedly-comedic complications to 
the story, and it doesn't. It sticks to its premise and goes 
deeper and expands there. Samantha wants more; she 
feels slighted by not being a physical presence in Theo- 
dore's life. The surrogacy motif recurs when Samantha 
hires a woman (Portia Doubelday) to be Samantha' s body, 
and the episode is both funny and saddening — Theodore 
can't get out of his head, can't reconcile the physical wom- 
an in front of him with the Samantha in his imagination. It 
creeps him out on a number of levels, and the woman de- 
parts tearfully. We almost want to follow her into her own 
movie; we want to know what kind of woman (or man) 
wants to be a physical surrogate for an OS. Meanwhile, 
Theodore is more or less ignoring a real physical woman 
in his view, his old friend Amy (Amy Adams), who has 
forged a friendship with her ex-husband's female OS. All 
of this feels emotionally plausible; Jonze never pushes it 
into inelegant farce. 

Her takes the premise to its logical conclusion, 
which involves evolution and the digital shade of philoso- 
pher Alan Watts (voice by Brian Cox). That's a key to the 
movie right there: Watts liked to peg himself as "a philo- 
sophical entertainer," and that seems to be what Spike 
Jonze is up to. Jonze also writes sharp dialogue between 
Samantha and Theodore, emphasizing how unevolved 
he is and how fast she's growing past him. Her ends on a 
sad but hopeful note, lingering on a shot of two humans 
dwarfed by the technological cityscape — monkeys in 
thrall to the Monolith. As for Samantha, or the higher 
consciousness, Watts put it best: "A cat sits until it is tired 
of sitting, then gets up, stretches, and walks away."
